Gen. George Wasnincron, the Father of our Country, the Founder of our Republic, was 
born February 22d, 1732; died December 14th 1799. After serving his country with unparallel- 
ed devotion through the trying perils of eight years’ war, he refused to receive any compensation 
for his services, or exclusive honors for himself or family. 

In 1774, when the Revolutionary storm Was rising, Grorce Wasntxcrox was sent from Vir- 
ginia as a Delegate to the Continental Congress. 

In that body, he: was nominated by Joun Apams, of Massachusetts, for Commander in Chief 
of the American forces. ‘The nomination was unanimously approved by the members both from 
the East and South; he accepted the appointment, and immediately left his home and »roceeded 
to Cambridge, where he took charge of the army, and issued his first orders in July, 1775, a few 
days after the battle of Bunker Hill. 

In June, 1775, he commenced an account with the United States, which he continued in his 
own hand writing, with remarkable precision and order, until June, 1783, a period of 8 years. 

A balance was then due him of £1972. 9s. 4d., which was admitted by the government. 

There are a few, even now, who remember the prolonged debates and meetings of the del- 
egates from the old Thirteen States, and the final adoption of the Constitution (the golden belt of 
our glorious Union,) in 1798; the unanimous election of Gen. Washington, the first President, 
and his taking the oath of office on the Piazza of the Federal Hall, in Wall street N. Y., on the 
present site of the Custom House.
